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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-7, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sasaki (US 5,959,672) in view of Chen et al. (US 6,208,693 Bl) as set forth in the previous 
Office Action, Paper No. 6, and the discussion follow. 

With regarding to claims 1-3, 5-7, and 10, the applicant amended and argued that Sasaki 
and Chen neither teaches nor suggests marking of the macroblocks of the reference image 
belonging to the exclusion zone being implement through luminance values of these 
macroblocks in order to perform motion estimation as claimed. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant. It is submitted that Sasaki further 
teaches marking of the macroblocks of the reference image belonging to the exclusion zone 
being implement through luminance values of these macroblocks in order to perform motion 
estimation (2n TH FRAME of fig. 46 considered as the reference fi-ame having the color MTP 
(macroblock type) that is marked by a number 2, 3,3 within (belonging) to the bold region and 
implement in order to perform motion estimation, wherein the color MTP includes the luminance 
values (col. 11, lines 52-54)). Therefore, the claimed features are unpatentable over Sasaki and 
the combination of Sasaki and Chen. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
